According to a study made at the University of 
Iowa of diets of expectant mothers from modest income groups, enriched 
bread prevented deficiencies of two B vitamins—riboflavin and niacin 
—and iron, and supplied substantial quantities of protein and calcium. 
The study also revealed that potatoes, popular with this group, fur- 
nished sufficient vitamin C and additional iron,
